To conclude, As a Baſtard cannot challenge to himſelf 


either Honour or Arms, ſo neither by the Law can he be 


permitted to enjoy the Crown of this Realm: For altho* many 
Baſtards have heretofore ſucceeded in the Throne of this 
Kingdom, as Alfred, Baſtard Son to Oſwin, Adelſtone, Ba- 


ſtard Son to Edward the elder, Edmund, Sirnam'd the 
Martyr, Baſtard Son to King Edgar, Harold, Sirnam'd 
Hare foot, Baſtard Son to Canute, and William the Conque- 
ror, the Baſtard Son of Arlote, a Skinner's Daughter.

Grotius hath Written againſt the Succeſſion of Baſtards 
to the Crown, who ſaith, That none ſhou'd be admitted to 
ſucceed in the Royal Throne but he that is born Legitimate, be- 


cauſe Natural Sons are ſubje& to be reproach'd, to whoſe Mother 


the Father did never vouchſafe the Honour of Marriage, and 
- therefore of ſuch there can be no certainty who was the Father: 
But in the Succeſſion to Crowns, the People ought to have the great- 
et Aſſurance that in ſuch a Caſe can be given, to avoid Contro- 
verſies; for which Cauſe it was that the Macedonians preferred 
Demetrius the younger Son to the Throne, rather than Per- 
ſeus the elder, beeauſe he was born in lawful Wedlock ;, thus both 
by the Laws of God and Man, the Illegitimate is not to In- 
berit. — —— But then, 85 = 
Secondly. As they have no Right to Inherit, ſo ought 
they at leaſt to live in Exile, and perpetual Baniſhment.

And for a Proof of this, I ſhall cite a few Inſtances of 1 
this Kind out of Holy Writ, ſome of which were not only

Hagar his Handmaid, and of him what faith the Scrip- 
ture, Cat out this Bondwoman and her Son, for the Son of this 
Bond woman ſhall not be Heir with my Son, even with aac, 
(Gal. 4. 30. Gen. 21. 10.) And altho this Thing was 


very grievous to Abraham, and that becauſe he was his 


Son, and firſt Born, (Gen. 21. 12.) yet having a ſpecial 
Command from God, he immediately ſends him away, 
And Abraham roſe up early in the Morning, (Gen. 21. 14.) 
and took Bread, and a Bottle of Water, and gave it unto Ha- 
gar, (putting it on her Shoulder) and the Child, and ſent her 
away, and ſhe departed, &c. (ver. 21.) After which Iſhmael 
dwelt in the Wilderneſs of Paran. 5 
And thus did Abraham alſo by the reſt of the Sons of 
his Concubines, he ſends them away from the Inheri- 
tance. But unto the Sons of the Concubines which Abraham 


bad, Abraham gave Gifts, and ſent them away from Iſaac 


his ſon (while he yet lived) Eaftward, unto the Eaſt Ts

Inheritance ; therefore he ſends em away. It was upon 


this very account the Baſtard Jephthah was thruſt out by 


his Brethren, the legitimate Sons of Gilead; it was to pre- 
vent any further Diſputes about the Inheritance, which 
perhaps would have ended with a rough Game. And they 


thruſt out Fephthah, and ſaid unto him, Thou ſhalt not inherit 


in our Father's Honſe, for thou art the Son of a ſtrange Woman, 


Fudg. 11. 2. Neck and Heels, all at once, he muſt be gone 
that very Minute, or let him take what was like to follow. 


And why ſo ? becauſe he was the Son of a ſtrange Woman, 
Ver. 1. i. e. a Baſtard, the Son of an Harlot; and therefore 


go he muſt. But tho” he's expell'd the Houſe, yet if he 


will be quier, he may dwell in the Land of Tob, Ver. 3. | 
Theſe, no doubt, were very well appriz'd of the late 


_ Miſchiefs that happen'd among the Men of Shechem and the 


Houſe of Millo, by the occaſion of that ſpurious Brat Abi- 


melech, whoſe thirſt for a Kingdom, led him . 
on to murder his Brethren, threeſcore and Judg. 9. 5. 


ten Perſons, Gideon's lawful Sons and Succeſ- 


ſors to the Rule and Government, whom 
he flew u pon one Stone; and by a Stone, af- Judg. 9. 53. 


ter a Sea of Blood, he died himſelf at laſt. 
A fair Warning, and too freſh upon the Minds of theſe

Out of a 
firm Perſwaſion, and after ſure Experience of the miſchie- 
vous Effects of a Popiſh Government, our Superiors, who 
have it in their Power to make ſuch Laws as ſhall appear 


neceſſary for the Publick Good, have thought fit to exclude 


all of that Communion from reigning over us. And ſettling

that are the neareſt Primitive. He has manifeſted his Love 
and Approbation of our Worſhip, by coming to our Re- 
lief, when Oxford and Bolingbroke, and others with them, 
had reduc'd us to the laſt Extremities, had (as we are told 
from the Throne) —Aiſrepreſented our Prince, — Fo- 
mented Diviſions. Brib'd the Parliament. Brought 


the Nation in Debt. Mobb'd his Majeſty's Loyal Subjects,
